The follow­ 
ing is a brief description of the ware­ 
houses and their stock: 
The three warehouses in which this 
stupendous stock is crowded cover au 
area of 54,GOO square feet, and tile 
average height of the different piles is 
30 feet. Here is received aud distribut­ 
ed monthly rations for 40.000 men. 
which 
means 
1,200,000 
rations 
a 
mouth, more than the whole army of 
the United States used before the war. 
The valuation of the rations for one 
month, on a gold basis, is $210,000. The 
sales department 
supplies 
$200,000 
worth of goods also, making a total of 
almost $500,000 worth of goods con­ 
tained In the monthly distribution. 
The weight of the ration supply for 
one month is 5,400.000 pounds or 2,700 
tons. A three months’ supply, amount­ 
ing to 8,100 tons and valued at $630,- 
000, is always kept on hand, exclusive 
of the sales department, which has in 
stock 6,500 tons, valued at $1,000,000. 
There are three warehouses, one of 
which covers a space of 22,000 square 
feet. 
It is in charge of a commissary 
sergeant, 2 overseers and 20 natives. 
The second warehouse has a space of 
19,000 square feet, while warehouse 
No. 3 Is devoted exclusively to sales 
articles. 
Here Is found everything, 
from army beans to Russian caviare 
and champagne. Five hundred natives 
are daily employed as coolies in and 
about the warehouse.

<» ther Filipino s, all claiming to be en­ 
titled to a share o f the $ 400.000 th at 
was paid by the 8panlards fro m the 
pro ceeds o f a bank ro bbery to “indem­ 
nify” the Filipino chiefs, as the 40 pur­ 
chased “patrio ts” called 
themselves, 
for eelJtog o ut to Spain, giving up their 
arm s, and being depo rted at the Span­ 
ish expense to Ho ngko ng. There is ne 
pretense th at there was any Insurgent 
So vsm m ent. beyo nd an alleged junta, 
befo re tlhat; no trace o f any such thing 
has ever been fo und. 
The first state­ 
m ent th at OUT co nsul at Manilla, Mr. 
W illiam s, made o n th at subject, which 
was w ritten 
Feb. 22. 1898, described 
th is de facto transat;tio n as a “bribe.” 
That was the co mmo n Judgment o f the 
peo ple o f Manilla, and it was true. 
A few lines further alo ng Mr. A tkin­ 
so n refera to Aguinaldo , president de 
facto o f an o rganized go vernment.

Mr. Edward 
Atkinson’s “Anti-Im- 
parloUsm'* is being scattered profusely 
about the country, especially in the 
state of Ohio. Volume I, No. I, begins 
by reference to a memorial conveyed to 
W ashington by Agoncillo from Aguin­ 
aldo, who is declared “President de 
facto of the Philippine Government.*’ 
This de facto president derives his 
titls exclusively from himself and 39 
other Filipinos, all claiming to bs en­ 
titled to a share of the $400,000 that 
e u paid by the Spaniards from the 
proceeds of a bank robbery to “indem­ 
nify** the Filipino chiefs, as the 40 pur­ 
chased **patriots’’ called 
themselves, 
for selling out to Spain, giving up their 
arms, and being deported at the Span­ 
ish expense to Hongkong. There is ne 
pretense that there was any insurgent 
government, beyond an alleged junta, 
before that; no trace of any such thing 
has ever been found. The first state­ 
ment that our consul at Manilla, Mr. 
Williams, made on that subject, which 
was written 
Feb. 22. 189S, described 
this de facto transaction as a “bribe. 
That was the common judgment of the 
people of Manilla, and it was time. 
A few lines further along Mr. Atkin­ 
son refers to Aguinaldo, president de 
facto of an organized government. His 
government1 was a fraud organized in 
Hongkong 
by the bribed 
gang, of 
which organization he was cashier. Mr. 
Atkinson says he had been “induced 
or advised’' to return to Manilla by 
our consuls at Singapore and at Hong­ 
kong. 
Well, our consuls were very 
poorly advised, or they never would 
have Induced Aguinaldo. The one at 
Singapore 
was 
a 
reminiscence 
of 
Grover Cleveland, and was under the 
influence of Mr. Bray, an Englishman, 
who had been in a partnership with 
Aguinaldo of a mysterious nature, and 
knew the inside of a good many things 
in M anilla The other one, Mr. Wild- 
man, was enthusiastic about 
the de 
facto Aguinaldo 
for a tim e—surpris­ 
ingly so—but 
he 
recovered rapidly 
when he got acquainted with this de 
facto personage. 
Mr. Atkinson says the 
return 
of 
Aguinaldo was “approved and pro­ 
moted’* by Admiral Dewey. Mr. Atkin­ 
son is more careful of his language 
than the alleged “anti-im perialists’* us­ 
ually are. 
Admiral Dewey was beset 
by the American consul at Singapore, 
instigated by Bray and Aguinaldo, to 
accept the services of the latter on the 
condition that he should be submissive 
to all the orders of Admiral Dewey. 
Nobody had ever heard of or sus­ 
pected the existence of any govern­ 
ment of 
which Aguinaldo was 
the 
head. That is to say, the 40 persons in 
Hongkong, who shared in the Spanish 
bribe, were the only foundation there 
was for the government Mr. Atkin­ 
son says that Aguinaldo was “carried 
on a vessel of war of the United States 
to Manilla.’* He and his alleged staff 
were taken on the McCulloch, the dis­ 
patch 
boat 
between 
the American 
squadron and Hongkong, to Manilla, 
and they had promised Mr. Wildman 
that they would be obedient to Ad­ 
miral Dewey. They had professed in­ 
tense friendship for the United States. 
The Filipino residents of Hongkong. 
so far as they were not of those who 
had been bribed, had petitioned to be­ 
come citizens of the United States. It 
will be observed that Mr. Atkinson 
neglects to state the important facts in 
this connection, and grossly misrepre­ 
sents the truth as against his coun 
try and its government. 
Mr. Atkinson 
says Aguinaldo was 
supplied with arms, and his undertak 
ing nad the support of the officers of 
the United States army. then in com 
m&nd 
our forces. Ile was allowed 
to take a few guns from the Spanish 
arsenal at Cavite. Ile was a profes­ 
sional friend of the United States, aud 
wanted to be of some assistance. 
He 
had promised our consular representa­ 
tives to be obedient to the officers of 
the United States. 
On that ground 


ho was permitted to go to M inina un 
der the American flag. 
Ae to the support of the officer* of 
the United States army, there were no 
officers of the United States army there 
when Aguinaldo landed, or until 40 
days later. They didn’t support him. 
By that time he had received the sur­ 
render of some Spanish garrisons, who 
were hunting somebody to whom they 
might give themselves up. and as Ca-, 
vite was the province of which Aguin­ 
aldo was a native, he was 
familiar 
with the by-paths and accommodated 
the Spaniards who wanted to surren- 
der, and got their guns; 
and as a 
friend of the Americans, the awarms 
of Filipinos who had been carrying on 
under Major Gonzalos the war against 
the Spaniards, while Aguinaldo, hav­ 
ing accepted a bribe to make peace, 
was In exile as a chattel of the crown 
of Spain, the Filipinos. Anding that 
he had returned under the American 
flag, the Americans having broken the 
power of Spain, after tome hesitation, 
rallied about him. aud he was their 
commander. 
Mr. Atkinson says he received his ap­ 
pointment from a body of delegatee 
“more fully repreeentlng the Inhabit­ 
a n ts of the Philippine islands than the 
Hawaiian! we havo annexed,’’ etc. 
He 
d id n t receive an appointment from 


any body. 
He arrived In Hongkong 
aa a deported person 
fen 
September, 
1897, and there ie no evidence that he 
had any communication with the peo­ 
ple of the Philippines for the next eight 
mon the 
When the officers of the army of the 
United States arrived at Manilla Agui­ 
naldo had 
acquired 
the 
conceit of 
greatness. 
He concluded that he was 
g man of destiny. 
He demanded that 
General Anderson should ask his per 
mission sa to the landing of American 
soldiers. He had been a beggar to he 
allowed to land himself, and had no 
commistion from anybody except him­ 
self. He was offended because General 
Anderson called on him personally in­ 
stead of ceremoniously, for the beggar 
was mounted and had the microbe od! 
Imperialism already. 
He insolently arrested two American 
officers in Cavite. 
Admiral Dewey or­ 
dered him out of the public buildings 
there, not wishing to encourage his po­ 
litical aspirations. 
One of 
the first 
things that Aguinaldo did after his ar­ 
rival was to tell General Anderson that 
he (the dictator) was there to prevent 
the Filipinos from 
making common 
cause with the Spaniards. 
It will be observed that a distinction 
of inaccuracy belongs to the assertions 
of Mr. Atkinson. As a matter of fact, 
ne has become a rabid enemy to his 
own country, and believes every silly 
story or malicious falsification put in, 
circulation on behalf 
of 
Aguinaldo, 
Whose government 
was 
founded in 
Spanish bribery 828 miles away from 
Manilla and never submitted to any 
people. 
It is not necessary to pursue the 
analysis 
of 
Mr. 
Atkinson’s 
pleas 
against the American government on 
behalf of a Malay importer. He ie so 
unfortunate that with 
all the docu 
manta proving the contrary before him, 
ie acoepts as true the careful falsifica­ 
tions of Agoncillo that were drawn up 
expressly for the deception of Arneri 
can officers.

W ashington by Agoncillo from Aguin­ 
aldo, who is declared “President de 
facto of the Philippine Government." 
This de facto president derives his 
title exclusively from himself and 39 
other Filipinos, all claiming to be en­ 
titled to a share of the $400,000 that 
was paid by the Spaniards from the 
proceeds of a bank robbery to “indem­ 
nify" the Filipino chiefs, as the 40 pur­ 
chased "patriots" called 
themselves, 
for selling out to Spain, giving up their 
arms, sad being deported at the Span­ 
ish expense to Hongkong. There is ne 
pretense that there was any Insurgent 
government, beyond an alleged junta, 
before that; no trace of any such thing 
has ever been found. 
The first state­ 
ment that our consul at Manilla, Mr. 
W illiams, made on that subject, which 
was written 
Feb. 22, 1898, described 
this de facto transaction as a "bribe." 
That was the common Judgment of the 
people of Manilla, and it was true. 
A few lines further along Mr. A tkin­ 
son refers to Aguinaldo, president de 
facto of an organized government. His 
government.1 was a fraud organized in

Mr. W ild- 
man, was enthusiastic about

when he got acquainted with this de 
facto personage. 
Mr. Atkinson says the 
return

Aguinaldo was “approved and pro­ 
m oted" by Admiral Dewey.

son says th at Aguinaldo was “carried 
on a vessel of war of the United States 
to M anilla." He and his alleged staff 
were taken on the McCulloch, the dis­ 
patch 
boat 
between 
the American 
squadron and Hongkong, to Manilla, 
and they had promised Mr. W ildman 
th at they would be obedient to Ad­ 
miral Dewey. 
They had professed in­ 
tense friendship for the United States. 
The Filipino residents of Hongkong. 
so far as they were not of those who 
had been bribed, had petitioned to be­ 
come citizens of the United States. 
It 
will be observed that Mr. Atkinson 
neglects to state the im portant facts in 
this connection, and grossly m isrepre­ 
sents the truth as against his coun­ 
try and its government.

der. and got their guns:

He concluded that he was 
g man of destiny. 
He demanded that 
General Anderson should ask his per­ 
mission aa to the landing of American 
•oldlers. 
He had been a beggar to be 
allowed to land himself, and had no 
commission from anybody except him­ 
self. He was offended because General 
Anderson called on him personally In­ 
stead of acrimoniously, for the beggar 
was mounted and had the microbe of 
imperialism already. 
He Insolently arrested two American 
officers in Cavite. 
Admiral Dewey or­ 
dered him out of the public buildings 
thsre. not wishing to encourage his po­ 
litical aspirations. 
One 
of 
the first 
things th at Aguinaldo did after his a r­ 
rival was to tell General Anderson that 
he (the dictator) was there to prevent

Just received from Chief Commissary 
Brainard at Manila a copy of Free­ 
dom, a Manila newspaper, containing 
an account of the work of the commis­ 
sary department in the Philippines. 
The article says that to walk through 
the different warehouses along the wa­ 
ter front and on Calic Principe, aud 
view tile tremendous stocks of every­ 
thing 
consumable 
under 
the 
sun, 
would prove tiiat there Is no depart­ 
ment in the United States service that 
is of more importance than that of the 
subsistance department. 
The follow­ 
ing is a brief description of the ware­ 
houses and their stock: 
The three warehouses in which this 
stupendous stock is crowded cover an 
area of 54,000 square feet, and the 
average height of the different piles is 
30 feet. Here is received aud distribut­ 
ed monthly rations for 40.000 men, 
which 
means 
1,200,000 
rations 
a 
mouth, more than the whole army of 
the United States used before the war. 
The valuation of the rations for one 
month, on a gold basis, is $210,000. The 
sales 
departm ent 
supplies 
$200,000 
worth of goods also, making a total of 
almost $500,000 worth of goods con-, 
tallied In the monthly distribution. 
The weight of the ration supply for 
one month Is 5,400.000 pounds or 2,700 
tons. A three mouths’ supply, am ount­ 
ing to 8,100 tons and valued at $630,- 
000, is always kept on hand, exclusive 
of the sales department, which has in 
stock 0,500 tons, valued at $1,000,000. 
There are three warehouses, one of 
which covers a space of 22,000 square 
feet. 
It Is in charge of a commissary 
sergeant, 2 overseers and 20 natives. 
The second warehouse has a space of 
19,000 square feet, while warehouse 
No. S is devoted exclusively to sales 
articles. 
Here is found everything, 
from army beans to Russian caviare 
and champagne. Five hundred natives 
are daily employed as coolies in and 
about the warehouse.

W ashington by A goncillo from Aguin- 


a1 do, who ie declared “President de 
facto of the Philippine Government.*’ 
This de facto president derives his 
title exclusively from him self and 39 
other Filipinos, all claim ing to bt en­ 
titled to a aha re of the $400,000 that 
wa* paid by the Spaniards from the 
proceeds of a bank robbery to “ indem­ 
n ify ” the Filipino chief*, as the 40 pur­ 
chased “patriots” called 
them selves, 
for selling out to Spain, giving up their 
arms, aad being deported at the Span­ 
ish expense to Hongkong. 
There is no 
pretense that there was any insurgent 
governm ent, beyond an alleged junta, 
before that; no trace of any such thing 
has ever been found. 
The Brat state­ 
ment that our consul at Manilla, Mr. 
W illiam s, made on that subject, which 
w as written 
Feb. 22. 1898, described 
th is de facto transaction as a “bribe.’’ 
That was the common Judgment of the 
people of Manilla, and it was true. 
A few lines further along Mr. Atkin­ 
son refers to Aguinaldo, president de 
facto of an organized government. His 
govern m eat was a fraud organized in 
H ongkong 
by the 
bribed 
gang, of 
which organization he waB cashier. Mr. 
Atkinson says he had been “induced 
or advised” to return to M anilla by 
our consuls at Singapore and at H ong­ 
kong. 
W ell, our consuls were very 
poorly advised, or they never would 
have induced Aguinaldo. 
The one at 
Singapore 
was 
a 
rem iniscence 
of 
Grover Cleveland, and was under the 
influence of Mr. Bray, an Englishm an, 
w ho had been in a partnership with 
Aguinaldo of a mysterious nature, and 
knew the inside of a good many things 
in Manilla. 
The other one. Mr. W ild- 
man, was enthusiastic about 
the de 
facto A gu I ne I do 
for a tim e—surpris­ 
ingly so—but 
he 
recovered rapidly 
when he got acquainted with this de 
facto personage. 
Mr. Atkinson says the 
return 
of 
Aguinaldo was “approved and 
pro­ 
moted" by Admiral Dewey. 
Mr. A tkin­ 
son Is more careful of his language 
than the alleged “anti-im perlallsts” us­ 
ually are. 
Admiral Dewrey was beset 
by the American consul at Singapore, 
Instigated by Bray and Aguinaldo, to 
Accept the services of the latter on the 
condition that he should be subm issive 
to all the orders of Admiral Dewey. 
Nobody had ever heard of or sus­ 
pected the existence of any govern­ 
m ent of 
which Aguinaldo was 
the 
head. 
That is to say. the 40 persons in 
Hongkong, who shared in the Spanish 
bribe, were the only foundation there 
was for the government. 
Mr. A tkin­ 
son says that Aguinaldo was ‘‘carried 
on a vessel of war of the United States 
to M anilla.” 
lie and his alleged staff 
w’ere taken on the McCulloch. the dis­ 
patch 
boat 
between 
the American 
squadron and Hongkong, to Manilla, 
and they had promised Mr. W lldman 
that they would be obedient to Ad­ 
miral I>ewey. 
They had professed In­ 
tense friendship for the United State*. 
The Filipino residents of Hongkong, 
so far as they were not of those who 
had been bribed, had petitioned to be­ 
com e citizens of the Uuite-d States. 
It 
w ill be observed that Mr. Atkinson 
neglects to state the important facts in 
this connection, and grossly misrepre­ 
sent* the truth a* against his coun­ 
try and its government. 
Mr. Atkinson 
says Aguinaldo was 
supplied with arms, and his undertak­ 
ing nad the support of the officers of 
the United States army, then in com­ 
mand 
our forces. 
He 
WAS allowed 
to take a few guns from the Spanish 
arsenal at Cavite. 
He was a profes­ 
sional friend of the United States, and 
w anted to be of some assistance, 
He 
had promised our cont alar representa­ 
tives to be obedient to the officers of 
the United States. 
On that ground 


he was permitted to go to Manilla un­ 
der the American flag. 
As to the support of the officers of 
the United States army, there were no 
officers of the United States army there 
when Aguinaldo landed, or until 40 
days later. 
They didn’t support him. 
By that time he had received the sur­ 
render of some Spanish garrisons, who 
were hunting somebody to whom they 
m ight give them selves up, and as Ca­ 
vite was the province of which Aguin­ 
aldo was a native, he was 
fam iliar 
with the by-paths and accommodated 
the Spaniards who wanted to surren­ 
der. and got their guns; 
and as a 
friend of the Americans, the swarm s 
of Filipinos who had been carrying on 
under Major Gonzalos the war against 
the Spaniards, while Aguinaldo, hav­ 
ing accepted a bribe to make peace, 
was in exile as a chattel of the crown 
of Spain, the Filipino*, Anding that 
he had returned under the American 
flag, the Americans having broken the 
power of Spain, after tom e hesitation, 
rallied about him, aad he was their 
commander. 
Mr. Atkinson says he received his ap­ 
pointm ent from a body of delegate* 
“more fully representing the Inhabit­ 
a n ts of the Philippine islands than the 
H awaiians we h ave annexed.” etc.

He arrived In H ongkong 
aa a deported person 
In 
September, 
1897, and there la no evidence that he 
had any com m unication with the peo­ 
ple of the Philippine* for the next eight 
months. 
When the officers of the army of the 
United States arrived at Manilla Agui­ 
naldo had 
acquired 
the 
conceit of 
greatness. 
He concluded that he was 
t man of destiny. 
He demanded that 
General Anderson should ask his per­ 
m ission ae to th* landing of American 
soldiers. 
He bad been a beggar to be 
allowed to land him self, and had no 
com m ission from anybody except him ­ 
self. 
He wa* offended because General 
Anderson called on him personally In­ 
stead of cerem oniously, for the beggar 
w as mounted and had the microbe of 
Imperialism already. 
H e Insolently arrested two American 
officers in Cavite. 
Admiral Dewey or­ 
dered him out of the public buildings 
there, not w ishing to encourage his po­ 
litical aspirations. 
On© 
of 
the first 
things that Aguinaldo did after his ar­ 
rival was to tell General Anderson that 
he (the dictator) was there to prevent 
the Filipinos from 
m aking common 
cause with th* Spaniards. 
It will be observed that a distinction 
of inaccuracy belongs to the assertions 
of Mr. Atkinson. 
As a matter of fact, 
he has become a rabid enemy to his 
own country, aud believes every silly 
story or m alicious falsification put in, 
circulation on behalf 
of 
Aguinaldo, 
whose governm ent 
w as 
founded in 
Spanish bribery 828 m iles away from 
M anilla and 
never subm itted to any 
people. 
It is not necessary 
to 
pursue the 
analysis 
of 
Mr. 
A tkinson’s 
pleas 
against the American governm ent on 
behalf of a Malay importer. 
He is ao 
unfortunate that with 
all 
the docu­ 
ments proving the contrary before him, 
he acoepta as true th© careful falsifica­ 
tions of A goncillo that were drawn up 
expressly for the deception of Ameri­ 
can officers.
